One  of  the  earliest  forms  of 
artistic  expression,  the  mario- 
nette is  unlcno'.vn  to  our  jjnor  • 
at  ion  of  I.iovie  Fans.   In  rucent 
years  sociolo£;;ical  explorers  have 
revealed  tv;o  important  cijv^lop-- 
ments  that  bring  to  lifc^  this 
for^jotten  art.   Beside  these„ 
r:arionetteG  are  in  themselves  a 
stimulatintl  creative  experience  „ 

Larionett^s  enjoy  some  of  the 
potentialities  of  movie  star:;e  end 
radio. 

Potentialities  -  fiie  power  of 
the  rxOvie  to  crv.'ate  illusion  and 
atmosphere  made  staje  comp"'^ "  ■^•^  on 
unequal.   The  sLaje  could  succeed 
only  with  sophisticates  while 
movies   could  reach  the  14  year 
old  m.e  n  t  a  1  i  t  y  .  Iv  ■  a  r  i  o  n  o  1 1  e  s  ha  v  e 
tremendous  pov/ers  i'or  creating 
illusion  wiien  combined  with  li-'jht- 
in^j  and  radio.   At  the  sauie  time 
thu;y  enjoy  a  freedom  from  oi.e 
narrow  standards  to  which  radio 
must  conform.   The  marionette 
o:'fu rs  a  credit ive  medium  unequ- 
alled since  the  invention  of 
moving  pictures.   The  .,illinjness 
of  holly.v'ood  producc.>rs  to  issiie 
tra.-h  in  the  sam.e  proportion  wi  h 
quality  m.akes  the  p.ovie^  m  no 
way  a  competitor  with  the  st^.-jOj, 
or  the  marionette  from  the  art- 
istic point  of  view,

ibility on  the  artist^   This  ;ro~ 
wing  interest  in  creative  leis- 
ureiaust  have  leadership  to 
assure  cultural  dev..^lopm.ent .

Iv.ichael- 
angelo  and  3-oldini  andm^any  miore 
distinguished  artists  worked  to- 
gether with  thuir  contuffiporaries 
on  puppet  productions..   Bernard 
ohaw  and  Gordon  Craig,  contemp-- 
crary  figures  of  art  and  liter- 
ature, have  patronized  the  Lar-

jj'urope  has  never  been  without 
its  marionette  shows  but  attempts 
to  import  them  to  America  wore 
defeated  by  "che  m.oving  picture  „ 
There  are  at  present  over  fifty 
proiSessional  troupes  in  Korth 
inaerica  with  new  ones  developing c, 
There  are  sc^v^ral  permanent  puppet 
theatres  in  t..e  United  States 
who  offer  classical  and  modern 
plays  for  adults,   luppets  are 
developing  a  market  for  childrens' 
entertainment  sponsored  by  ed- 
ucational and  recreation  groups 
to  offset  thu  influence  of  gang- 
ster pictures  and  other  distort^ 
ions  of  our  society o   Childrens' 
art  centres  which  include  m.arion- 
ettes  in  their  program  demand 
versatile  leadership.   This  makes 
.;iarionettes  a  ii^althy  particip- 
ating experience  rather  than  a 
spectator  activity  for  children.

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Having  heard  so  much  about  the 
Big  Ball,  it  seems  to  a  great 
many  of  the  students,  as  if  the 
summer  holidays  are  here  now  that 
the  event  is  past  history.   How- 
ever, we  should  go  over  the  story 
briefly  and  make  a  few  acknowledg- 
ments of  the  work  we  did  an.d  its 
resultSo 

The  first  big  procedure  in  the 
preparations  was  publicity.   Un- 
der Cece  Alton  and  the  iJxecutive, 
letters  were  sent  to  the  major 
magazines.,  inviting  them  to  '^•over 
the  event,   A  r-. ontest  was  instit- 
uted in  3rd  Yaar  Commercial  for* 
a  poster  design  advertising  the 
1^11,  to  be  distributed • through- 
out the  city„   Through  influent- 
tial  friftnds,  and  a  good  deal  of 
work,  radio  broadcasts  and  news- 
pa}}er  advance  publicity  iwere 
arranged.   'leorge  Aycrs  of  2nd 
Commercial  helped  considerably 
in  this  respe:-.t.   li  ^tures  were 
taken  by  Don  Rover  and 'Ken 'Bilton 
of  students  in  costume,,'  and  ' 
copies  sent  to  potential ■ users, 
I.'.eanwhile  •  "Rio"  Richmond  had  wond 
the  poster  contest,,  his  design 
was  silk  screened  and  200  posters 
distributed^   Rep].ies  were  reo- 
eived  to  letters  sent  out  and  it 
was  learned  that  r.iagazino  Digest 
would  be  interested  in  covering 
the  ball,   A  generous  amount  of 
publicity  by  the  three  city  news- 
papers,  and  two  radio ■ commentat- 
;.rs,  brought  "Pioneer  Canada"  to 
the  public. 

The  man  in  charge  of  decorating 
the  Royal  York  banquet  hall  was 
vcrnon  Mould.   He  had  a- big  un- 
dertaking; physically  and  mental- 
ly, and  did  a  grand  job,   otart-- 
ing  by  measuring  the  ballroom, 
then  sKetching  the  plan  and  ele- 
vation, the  decorating  committee 
proceeded  to  map  out  the  work  to 
be  done^   Materials ;  wood, 


wallboard.  paint,  brushes,  plas 
ter  paper,  etc.,  had  to  be  pro- 
cured..  A  good  deal  of  research 
was  rejqu.i.r'^d  on  the  to  tern  poles 
and  the  large  reproductions  of 
historica.]  paint ings«   Garry 
Filewool  did  cartoons  of  Staff 
membe.-' ,^  for  the  totem  poles  and 
3rd  year  Commercial  students 
paini;ed  them  under  his  direction, 
dccond  year  D  &  F  studants, 
under  instrucfion  from  Ivlr, 
i.:urphy.,  worked  up  ten  4*  x  7  '^ 
reproduc-'-..i.ons  of  paintings  by 
C„  ./.  Je.tfrif=^s„   Bill  Davies 
of  3rd  Comnif^r'^-Lal  found  himseljf 
m  '..barge  of  ere^iting  a  tepees 
ovf^c  the  orchestra «   Sculptare 
Dept„.  head^'-'d  by  Dan  Logan  and 
Anne  Shields  modelled  two  huge 
buffalo  heads  and  two  king  sized 
mnsisT-t>:^^   Sets  for  the  intermis- 
sion sfet  were  designed  by  Dick 
Knowl'-js  and'  built  by  Interior 
Ar'--b..  and  Design  classes.   aII 
this  was  done  in  the  three  days 
prior  t,o  the  ball  and  erected  on 
the  afternoon  of  the  3rd,   There 
was  a  noticeable  lack  of  the 
first  year  students  assigned  to 
help  with  this  work  on  that 
afternoon,  and  the  work  was  left 
to  the  few  there,  most  of  whom 
had  already  done  their  share  in 
making  the  decorations. 

The  entertainment  was  under 
the  direction  of  i\iorm  Hathaway 
and  Cece  Hilton.   Rehearsals  were 
held  several  days  before  the  ball 
for  the  quartet,  can-^-"i  dancers 
and  vo:;jili^-';  ird  costumes,  light' 
ing J  and  sets  required  arranging » 

Ticket  sales  were  under  the 
wing  of  Malcolm  Storm.   He  had 
his  hands  full  allotting  tickets 
to  classes  and  tracing  every  num- 
ber, whether  it  went  to  a  rep., 
a  patron,  or  the  staff.   The 
secretarial  work  involved  was 
ably  hatndled  by  S'lX .  secretary, 
iirt .
